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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FORD 
(5,125,227). 

FORD teaches: 

2. A gas pipe (42) for supplying a combustion chamber with dry distillation gas 
generated during a waste treatment by means of dry distillation; an air pipe for 
supplying a front edge of said gas pipe with combustion air; and a combustion nozzle 
(24) formed at said front edge of said gas pipe; wherein, said air pipe is centrally placed 
inside said gas pipe so as to construct a coaxial double pipe (col.1 l.50-col.2 1.12), said 
combustion nozzle is formed as a circular combustion nozzle at said front edge of said 
gas pipe, said air pipe (col.1 II. 25-35) is supported to be axially rotatable, and scrapers 
are further provided with blades (44) of said scrapers being in contact with a 
circumference surface of said air pipe (col.1 l.50-col.2 1.12) (Fig.1). 

3. A gas pipe for supplying a combustion chamber with dry distillation gas 
generated during a waste treatment by means of dry distillation; an air pipe for 
supplying a front edge of said gas pipe with combustion air; and a combustion nozzle 
(24) formed at said front edge of said gas pipe (42); wherein, said air pipe is centrally

placed inside said gas pipe so as to construct a coaxial double pipe (col.1 l.50-col.2 
1.12), said combustion nozzle is formed as a circular combustion nozzle at said front 
edge of said gas pipe (Fig.1), an inner circumferential surface of said front edge of said 
gas pipe is beveled inward at predetermined angle to form a narrowed portion, and said 
air pipe is supported to be movable back-and-forth relative to said narrowed portion 
(col.1 l.50-col.2 1.12).
